Editors of the. Neuss? 


Sirs:—In several of 
cles 
of your own and in those copied from 
other journals, given counsel to our 
ple in view of the financial situa- 
ion, much of which seemssound and 
good. I beg the liberty, however, of 
uestioning the correctness of a por- 
‘tion of it, upon which you, in com- 
mon with many other of our wisest 
and best editors, lay considerable 
stress. 
You and they recommend univer- 
sal retrenchmentand the practice of 
economy closer than usual, on the 
of all, without exception; at 
east it is not intimated t there 
should be any exception. In this you 
seem to me to err; and this advice is 


such as, in my opinion, should not 
be given nor taken without impor- 
tant limitations and conditions as to 
its rg some of which, with 
. ion, I will try briefly to indi- 
cate. 


There are many in this and ever 
other community to whom, in suc 
a time as this, such advice should un- 
doubtedly be given and is fully pli 
cable. To all those who see eir 
situation any ground for special ap- 
prehension of an inability to meet 
the obligations likely to come upon 
them, or already upon them, or to 
those of small means generally, who 
have little or no reserve against the 
contingencies of the situation present 
and prospective, as many of our me- 
chanics and day laborers must 
such advice is highly applicable an 
necessary. Many of our merchants 
and tradesmen, and others of all oc- 
cupations, doubtless stand in need of 
just the same advice, in view of their 
peculiar liability to feel the pressure 
of the present condition of things. 

But there is yet in my opinion, a 
large and important class of people 
in all our communities to whom this 
counsel is not so fully, if at all spe- 
cially applicable, at the present time; 
but who on thecontrary rather stand 
in need of just the opposite counsel. 
In ͤ all communities there are at 
the present, and for the most part at 
all similar junctures, those who feel 
and know themselves to be less liable 
than others to be much affected im- 
mediately and directly by financial 
stringency and failure. There are 
many who, in their situation, are re- 
mote from the path of the storm, or 
else are sheltered by peculiar circum- 
stances from its violence, and who 
have every reasonable ground for be- 
lieving themselves safe from its im- 
mediate influence. 

Those of wealth and means espe- 
cially abundant and secure; those 
who have fixed and regular incomes 
derived either wholly orin great part 
from sources more than usually reli- 
able as the holders of government or 
other securities of first class kind, 
salaried officers of corporations and 
public institutions and of govern- 
ment, general and municipal, many 
professional men and even skilled 
mechanics, whose services are spe- 
cially uired, and command and 
secure a fair return, and many other 
scrts of persons might be named. 

Indeed, even among iiie classes 
most likely to be first and most se- 
riously affected by the hard times, 
there are those who by good manage- 
ment in the past, or the good fortune 
of the present, find the:.selves, mer- 
chants, mechanics and even day la- 
borers, with a reasonably safe and 
secure provision against immediate 
reverses of fortune and. hardness of 
the times. 

Aud all such persons as these, in 
my opinion, n no special admoni- 
tions to practice economy and make 
retrenchment, but rather opposite. 

The proper advice, as it seems to 
me, for all such persons is this: 

They should rather, in my opinion, 
| find in the present, an occasion re- 
quiring more than usually a free and 
generous expenditure of means at 
their dis „as in itself a partial 
remedy for the very evil that oppres- 
ses their neighbors and in a measure 
is — to threaten them also. 

If they who have the means to 
purchase 
of clothing, or of groceries, or of fue 
or to have contemplated repairs or 
improvements le to their dwell- 
ings, or to build; if all these withhold 
any considerable part even, not to 
speak of the whole of the mone 
they would use for such pu it 
can only add to the tightness and se- 
verity of the times, increase the 
number of mercantile and other fail- 
ures, and add to the, number of idle 
and starving laborers thrown out of 
employment. 
ou have rightly urged those who 
have money in their hands to let the 
banks have it, that they in turn may 
let the merchants and mechanics 
have it. Ought you not as well to 

urge the classes of persons of whom 
1 have been speaking to use their 
money) as they have hitherto done, 
or designed especially to do, in the 
purchase of the — goods and 
the employment of the mechanic, 
and so afford these the opportunity 
of earning, and not merely borrow- 
ing money to relieve their wants. 
In this way, as it seems to me, would 
the burdens of the hour be more 
evenly and equally borne by all alike, 
and the pressure more generally 
distributed for ite better support, on 
the whole. Theabest charity pay for 
labor, would be distributed in ad- 
vance to those most in need of it, 
and. as usual, the old adage fulfilled, 
that an ounce of. prevention is worth 
a pound of cure.

of this or any other community; but 
with a sincere desire to promote the 
welfare of all equally.

Declaration of Ine 
as there a Declare 


The Mecklenbu 
dependence— 
ation ? 


Mr. Eprtror,— During the Summes 
just closed, I, with many others, was 
an attentive observer of well-inform- 
ed well-intended, and well-man- 
nered discussion maintained by Mr. 
Goodloe, in the Raleigh Sentinel, and 
Mr. Dowd, in the Charlotte Demo- 
crat, concerning the Mecklenburg 
Declaration of Independence. I have 
also read the essays written by va- 
rious adherents of these skilful and 
courteous knights. And now, al- 
though the matter is not of the grax - 
est importance, because it is inter- 
esting to North Carolinians, and the 
time for its centennial celebration 
draws near, I offer for the considera- 
tion of your readers some conclusions 
forced on me by that discussion and 
by information derived from other 
sources. 

Was there a Declaration of Inde- 
2 by the inhabitants of Meck- 

nburg county in May, 1775? 

No, or YEs, according to what is 
meant by ‘A Declaration of Inde- 
pendence.”’ If there is meant such a 
paper onl es is our National Declar- 
ation of July 4th, 1776, one contain- 
ing merely declarations and the sig- 
natures of certain men who acted for 
themselves or for others, then there 
was no declaration“ issued at Char- 
lotte in May, 1775. There is no trace 
in manuscript or in print of any 
such paper claiming to have been is- 
sued at that time. And there is no 
evidenceworth noticing that the mem- 
ory of any man ever contained the 
fact of such an utterance. Besides 
it was not the fashion of 1775 to issue 
such papers. This fashion began in 
1776. ut in 1775, neighbors, when 
they wished to express their opin- 
ions, met together and passed e- 
solves.”’ 

But if by ‘‘a declaration“ is meant 
an expression, by #esolves’’ or in 
any other form, of the fact of Inde- 
pendence—or of a determination to 
secure it—then there was, most cer- 
tainly, a Declaration of Independ- 

ence issued at Charlotte in May, 
1775. One might as well deny the 
fight at Charlotte in September, 1780, 
or the death of Davidson at Cowan’s 
Ford in February, 1781. According 
to one of the papers claiming to have 
been issued on the 20th of May, 177 
the men of Mecklenburg resolved 
that we do hereby declare ourselves 
to be a free and independent people ?” 
According to the per of May 3lst, 
1775, they resolved that the inhabi- 
tants of this county do choose officers 
who shall hold and exercise their sev- 
eral powers by virtue of this choice, 
and independent of the Crown of Great 
Britlan and former Constitution of 
this province.“ There was then a 
Declaration at Charlotte in May, 1775, 
which promised independence, or one 
which assumed, announced and pro- 
vided for it. snort 
Was there more than one such Deo- 
laration? There is no contemporary 
trace in print, manuscript or memory 
no utterance by any witness living 
or dead, ‘no antecedent probability, 
and no subsequent necessity requir- 
ing us to believe that there were two 
such declarations in that one town 
by that one ple, at or about that 
one time. „then, whatever paper 
10 established as @ Declaration of T 
dependence at Charlotte becomes the 
Declaration at Charlotte. It inevita- 
bly excludes every other claimant. 
This conclusion is enforced by an ex- 
amination of the documents pro . 
Neither of the three papers which 
claim to be the veritable declaration of 
May,1775,seems to suspect that there .s 
a ri val claimant forits honors. One of 
the papers of the 20th is evidently the 
Composition of a scholar who was 
skilful in the arts of rhetoric ;

tent pon the matter in this paper and 
regardless of its form.

This testimony 
was given — ame truthfully, 
and should always be taken as it was 
oftered by those who gave it, d- 
cording to the best of their recollection 
and belief.” 

Hitherto the publie of North Caro- 
lina has been divided in judgment 
concerning the Mecklenburg Decla- 
ration of Independence—not as to its 
fact, but as so its form. This divis- 
ion, however, is not likely to be lost 
much longer. The decision will, be- 
fore many years, be unanimous that 
The Resolves’ of May 31, was the 


only form adopted by the patriots of 


1775. Because, among the three pa- 
pers claiming this honor, one only is 
supported by record or by memory, 
This one is of May 31, for it only has 
cotemporaneous testimony. It is the 
most creditable tothe scholarshi 


and statesmanship of its authors. It 


mosts truly reflects the manners, 
temper and circumstances of ae 
It is deferential to the opinions an 
tendertowards the consciences of some 
of the most worthy and influental men 
of the county, andit best respecis the 
love of freedom, lawand order, which 
has always characterized Presbyte- 
rians, It is no wonder then that Ban- 
croft, the most learned of the histo- 
rians of the United States, has in 
strains of noble eloquence poured 
forth his admiration of the resolves 
of May 31, asa paper worthy of a 
highly virtuous, intelligent, brave 
and law-loving people and as a paper 
entirely consistent with the well 
known faith and discipline of its 
authors. While, on the other hand, he 
never alludes to the papers ofthe 20th, 
as having existence actual, probable, 
or possible, psat, present or future. 
Of the Committee, which prepared 
this Declaration Bancroft writes (see 
vol. VII, pages 371-373.) No min- 
utes of this Committee are known to 
exist, but the result of their delibera- 
tions, framed with superior skill, pre- 
cision of language and calm compre- 
hensiveness, remains as the monu- 
ment of their wisdom and courage.
